000 for alienation of his wife's affec- 
tions, and Mrs. Bowers, who has been 
put aside by Pullman, also threatens 
to make trouble. 


Pullman, who is in San Francisco, 


is said to be engaged to marry a Miss 
West, sister of his brother, Sanger's, 
wife. 


The careers of George Pullman and 


bis twin brother, Sanger, have been 
full 
of 
penny 
dreadful 
romance. 


There has never, however, been any 
denial of the fervent affection existing 
between the two brothers—an 
affec- 


tion so deep that it permitted the 
transfer of fiancee from one to the ota- 
er without rupture or recrimination. 


Prior to the disinheritance of the

was engaged to Felicitie Oglesby, a 
daughter of former Governor Oglesby.

ing as near as possible to 'lie direction from which wind is blowing. 


Close reach means that the wind strikes the vessel forward of the 


beam. 


Bioad reach means that th<> wind strikes the vessel aft of the beam. 
Down the wind, running and going free means that the wind strikes 


the vessel directly over the stern. 


Starboard side of a vessel is the right side when facing the bow. 
Port side of a vessel is the lolt hand side when facing^ the bow. 
A vessel is on the starboard tack when the wind strikes her from 


the starboard Kidp.

Mails were so slow and 
uncertain that the safe arrival <5f an 
expected letter by any means was an 
event in a country family, with the 
postoffice miles away. 


Sometimes the delivery was helped 


along by volunteer carriers—a farmer 
going home from the grist mill, a 
housewife returning from market town 
with her bargains of lamp oil, West 
India molasses and green tea, or even 
a passing peddler with his load of tin- 
ware and corn brooms. In the old -war- 
time the army had post riders, but 
they were few and far between. 


My grandfather was a soldier of the 


Revolution, and grandmother kept the 
home fire burning here, and provided 
for their three children as well as she 
could while he was at the front. All 
summer she had heard no word of him, 
and when one autumn day a man in a 
military cloak rode to the door on a 
white horse her heart beat quick. 


"Does Ruth Fuller live here?" he 


says, holding a thick letter in his hand. 


"Yes, I am Ruth 1? uller," and grand- 


mother reached eagerly for the letter, 
for she saw the address in her hus- 
band's handwriting. 


"The postage is 2 shillin's." 
Grandmother's countenance fell, for 


there wasn't so much money in the 
house.

CLOSING SECENE AT BUFFALO. 


Buffalo, Sept 27.—Czolgosz, the 


doomed assissin of President McKin- 
ley, was taken from Buffalo to Auburn 
state prison to await death by electro- 
cution during the week commencing 
Monday, Oct. 28. Sheriff Caldwell and 
16 men took the prisoner in a special 
car. The train left the New York Cen- 
tral station over that road at 10:06 
p. m. and reached Auburn at 2.20 
o'clock. O.olgosz was "sneaked" out 
the back entrance of the Erie county 
jail, surrounded by the 17 men, and 
was hustled into the special car, -which 
had backed down on the terrace 
tracks, a for/ lods in the rear of the 
jail, a minute before. 


When Czolgosz was airaigncd in 


court and before sentence had been 
passed condemning him to death by 
electrocution during the 
week 01 


Oct. 28, 1901, the assassin ovmcpu 
a desire to speak but could not get his 
vo ~. ....jvC a -whisper, and kis words 
weie repeated to the court by hij 
eoun~cl. ''There was no one else but 
rae,' the prisoner said in a whisper. 
"No one else told me to do it, and 
no one paid me to do it. I was not 
told anything about the crime and I 
never thought an> thing about that un- 
til a couple of days before I commit- 
ted the crime." 


Czolgosz sat down. He was qait~ 


calm, but it was evident that his mind 
was flooded with thoughts ot his own 
distress. His eyes were dilated, mak- 
ing them appear very bright. His 
cheeks were a trifle pale, and his out- 
stretched hand trembled. The guards 
put the handcuffs on his-wrists. He 
looked at one of the officers. 
There 


was an expression of the profoundest 
fear and helplessness in his eyes. He 
glanced at the people who crowded 
the room in efforts to get a look at 
him. The prisoner's eyelids rose ar.u 
fell tremulously and then he fixed his 
gaze upon the floor in front of him. 


At this point Judge Titus came over 


to the prisoner and bade him1 goodby. 
Czolgosz replied very faintly, letting 
his- eye rest upon the man who has 
been Ms counsel. "Goodby," he said 
weakly. Czolgosz was then hurried 
down stairs and through the "tunnel 
of sobs" to the jail, where he re- 
mained until _ removed to Auburn to 
pay the panalty for his crime.

you eat that,' Moore saying Devine 
had called him a s— of a —. I saw 
Moore go down the walk and get a 
brick or some other substance. He 
came back and Devine said, 'What aife 
you going to do now?' Moore asked 
him to take back what he had called 
him. Devine edged over toward Moore 
and grabbed him. 
They 
wrestled 


over toward our house, and it looked 
to me as if Devine had a strangle hold 
on Moore. Rees then went to his as- 
sistance. I had to^d Devine to remain 
on his side and t&ld the boys to stay 
on our side, as I didn't want any trou- 
ble. When Rees got into the trouble 
Devine let go of Moore and went after 


him. 
Rees struck at him but missed 


and fell from the force of the blow, De- 
vine making a rush for him. I saw no 
revolver. My -sister and I were on 
the board walk. Did not see Moore 
throw a rock, or what he did when he 
got loose from Devine. I did not see 
Devine fall. I heard Mrs. Devine say, 
'Look at Dana,' and he was 
lying 


on the porch. At this time Moore, 
Rees and I were standing in the door."

QUEER OPTICAL ILLUSION. 


An Interesting; r!^:pe-Isicat TVitlx a 


Pencil nntl n, "Wire Screen. 


Professor R. W. Wood recently de- 


scribed a rather st.an.ling optical illu- 
sion which any one may see v. irli a lit- 
tle prar-tice. A le-icl pencil is held point 
up an inch or tv,-o in front of a v/iio 
screen vrith a sky background. If the 
eyes :iie converged rpon tlie pencil 
point, the wire pax-co becomes' somo- 
what blurred and. of course, doubled. 


As the gauze lias a jcgularly lectu- 


ring pattern, lio tvever. tlie two images 
can be mitecl and. ^vltli a little cfiort, 
can be accommodated for -distinct vi- 
sion of the combined images of the 
mesh. As soon ns accommodation is 
securc-1 the- mesh becomes pt-rlec-tlj 
fchaip and ppp'eais lo be uearlj m tlie 
piano ol. the pencil point. 


If now the pencil is mc^e/l away 


from ilie eyes -\\Licli nre to ba kept 
fixed o"u the screen, it appareutlj pass 
of> <l.rough the mesh and becomes dou- 
bled. It now the pencil is removed en- 
tire!', it vrill bo found that tlie sna/ii 
images of the combined images of the 
gujze persist, although the cjes be 
moved nearer to or farther away from 
tbe screen. 


Now bring the eyes up to within six 


of eiij'it inches of the plane in whicii 
the mesh appears to be and attempt 
to touch it ^ith the linger. It is not 
tbe:c. The ringer falls upon empty 
space, the screen being in reality n 
couple of inches farther off. 


"This," ?ajs Professor Wood, ''is by 


all meuns tbe most startling illusion 
I have over seen, tor we apparently see 
something occupying a perfectly defi- 
nite position in space before oui eyes, 
and yet if ve attempt to put our finger 
TJII it v. e find that there is nothing 
there."—Exchange.

nesses say there is a oody in the river, 
as they saw it hurled high in the air 
and thrown in that direction. The 
tank which exploded was one of a 
number of immense steel reservoirs 
which was undergoing its periodical 
cleaning, it having been emptied of its 
oil. The tank was 20 feet deep and 
Kirch and Meyer entered through 1he 
manhole without first taking the pre- 
caution of having ropes tied about 
them. They were immediately over- 
come by the fumes. Foreman New- 
man saw this and started down after 
them after shouting a warning to the 
other workmen in the yard. He. too, 
collapsed in the tank. 


Nicholas Miller, a groceryman near 


by, had ones been a foreman at the 
works. He was in the yards and at 
once assumed charge of the rescue. 
Summoning others, the men began 
with chisels to cut a large ring in the 
tank. It is supposed one of the chisels 
in- striking the steel caused the emis- 
sion of a spark, for instantly there 
was an explosion like that of a can- 
non and then a sheet of flame. 


Ten men were on top of the tank at 


the time. They were swapt away in 
all directions. Miller, Snyder, the un- 
identified man and the o*rie supposed 
to be in the river seem to have borno 
the brunt of the terrific shock. The 
three first mentioned were not badly 
mangled, but not a bone in their 
frames was left unbroken, says the 
county phjsician, this fact being duo 
to their being blown many feet into 
air and the force with which they 
struck the ground. The tank was rent 
in twain, and after all was over the 
bodies of the three men in it were 
taken out. The gas and other tanks 
in the yard were surrounded by flames 
for a short time, but none exploded, 
and the firemen had little to do. Am- 
bulances soon conveyed the' injured to 
a hospital.
